He wrote 
his record of the struggle while it ores fresh in his 
memory; but as soon as he had finished it he de¬ 
posited it in the British Museum and pve' instruc¬ 
tions that the historiaas could mull it over to their 
hearts' content and give it to the public in 1940— 
■Ot before. 

When the book is "released" twenty-two years 
will have elapeed since the end of the war. By that 
tune the state of mind of many who were in 
authority at home while the late Earl's back was 
to the wall in France will be quite different from 
what it was in the early pott-war period. A truer 
sense of perspective will have been reached. A more 
correct appreciation of values will be possible. In the 
meantime, as one commentator observes, to the good 
things said of Earl Haig will be added this—"he 
did got rush into print, frith so many others, to prove 
that, had he been allowed to try, he might have woo 
the war in 1914." No doubt his book will shed 
much new light on a very dark period in human
